In a letter to Representative Woodruff, published Tuesday 


morning, Mr. Untermyer indicates what is tho clear duty of 
congress. He rejects the suggestion that ho volunteer to assist 
the attorney general in prosecuting war profiteers. He declares 
an inquiry into Mr. Daugherty and his department to bo of prior 
importance, and he volunteers his free services for such an in- 
vestigation. 


Obviously this investigation is a necessity, tho there is no 


reason why Mr. Daugherty should bo allowed to hold up war 
fraud prosecutions while awaiting its outcome. 
Tho prosecu- 


tion of war profiteers should transcend politics. It is to the in- 
terest of the Republican as of tho Democratic party to insist on 
such prosecutions, and to find out why th«\v have not gone for- 
ward effectively long ago.
